YOUR OWN INDUSTRY? HOW 


How many local growers actually know 
what is happening to their fruit?. Now that the 
local Sunkist packing operations have been re- 
duced to three plants, what is going to be the 
outlook? What is management doing to meet 
the rising costs and the keen competition? 

It so happens this is the season for annual 
‘Meetings, when the growers are urgently in- 
vited by their association directors to attend 
meetings and to find out for themselves what 
is going on. 

It is odd that any urging is needed to get 
growers to look after their own business. Usu- 
ally, however, about 10 per ceni of the growers 
are in attendance. It would szem, therefore, 
timely to place emphasis on the need for grow- 
ers to attend their meetings, to note the annual 
reports and to quiz the leaders on any prob- 
lems that need special attention. 

Throughout the year, criticism by the grow- 
ers is easily heard. There may be good foun- 
dation for the criticism—yet if more growers 
actually knew more of what efforts are being 
put forth in the packing house and in the sales 
department, some of the criticism might be 
more constructive. 

Annual meeting of the Upland Lemon 
Growers association is at 1:30 o'clock today 
in the Elementary school auditorium. Nearly 
350 persons belong to this association. Unless 
the trend has changed fewer than 50 persons 
will be in an auditorium with a capacity of 
many hundreds. Likewise on Nov. 20 mem- 


‘COMPLETION OF FREEWAY 
UNDER EUCLID MAJOR EVENT 


Now that both driveways of Euclid avenue 
over the Ramona freeway are open, we can re- 
flect on how much has happened on the pro- 
ject in a few short months and visualize how 
the final completion will change the local traf- 
fic flow. 

The freeway was only an idea not so > long 
ago. Within another year we will be using 
the route to get us into Los Angeles faster. Of 
course, it will be several more years hefore the 
Ramona freeway is a new fast link into the met- 
ropolitam center but at least the lecal unit will 
be ready by the end of 1954.

SECRETARY BENSON DESERV

The howl over a study of the farm problem 
is without much foundation. 

It is a case of the recipients of government 
favors being afraid some of these favors 
might be removed. And so they protest loudly. 

If local growers during the past 10 years 
had been receiving “subsidy”, many of us 
here would be a party to the clamor to “get” 
Secretary of Agriculture Benson. Spokesmen 
for the agriculture groups across the nation 
are, therefore, very, very critical of even a 
study of the subsidy situation. 

Secretary Benson is just‘as popular as any- 
one would be in trying to curb Santa Claus. 
For rany years, farmers have been fairly 
prosperous, due perhaps, in great part to the 
government program guaranteeing prices— 
and filling to overilowing every possible stor- 
age bin and elevator with the surplus. 

It could be that Mr. Benson is merely trying 
to find out if there is a program with a little 
more sense to ii. 

At present all the people are taxed to raise 
the money to buy surplus farm products in 
order io put the products in storage to rot so 
the prices to be paid by all the people remain 
high. 

It is true this country is not likely to be pros. 
perous if the farmers are not doing well.

as everyone else. As “consumers” we pay the 
bill. Uncle Sam will get several billion dollars 
from taxpayers to pay farm subsidies this 
year.

If they have to pay a subsidy 
for the production of food they eat, they would 
at least be a little happier if the subsidy could 
be used to give them cheaper food.
